During  my  sophomore  and  junior 
years  at  the  Medical  College,  I  prepared 
the  dissections  on  human  cadavers  used 
by  Doctor  Christian,  at  that  time  the 
professor  of  anatomy,  to  illustrate  his 
lectures  to  the  freshmen.  These  dis- 
sections, or  prosections,  were  done  at 
night  on  the  top  floor  of  the  old 
Egyptian  building  in  a  pretty  dingy 
room.  As  I  worked  alone,  this  was  a 
somewhat  eerie  business  at  that  time. 

One  night  I  heard  someone  coming 
up  the  stairway  and  sounding  as  if  he 
was  having  some  difficulty.  When  I  in- 
vestigated, I  saw  old  Chris,  the  cus- 
todian of  the  anatomical  department's 
cadavers  in  the  building,  struggling  up 
the  darkened  stairway,  lugging  a 
cadaver  under  one  arm.  Some  of  the 
fluid  from  the  pickling  vat,  from  which 
Chris  had  just  removed  the  cadaver, 
was  dripping  all  over  old  Chris  and  the 
stairway.  Chris  thought  nothing  of  such 
a  performance.  He  simply  took  such 
duties  in  stride.

In  1919,  two  years  after  graduation 
and  after  working  in  four  hospitals  lo- 
cated in  Richmond,  New  York,   and 


Boston,  in  addition  to  a  short  term 
in  the  Army  Medical  Corps,  I  returned 
to  MCV  to  assist  Dr.  C.  C.  Haskell  in 
physiology  and  pharmacology.  I  also 
served  as  the  only  pediatrician  in 
residence  at  the  old  Memorial  Hospital. 
My  idea  was  to  learn  more  about 
physiology,  and  pharmacology,  to  keep 
in  touch  with  clinical  pediatrics,  and 
earn  the  $1800  salary  which  was  badly 
needed. 

Doctor  Haskell  became  ill  early  in 
the  fall  and  I  had  to  take  over  as  best 
1  could.  Knowing  little  about  physi- 
ology, I  managed  fairly  well  to  stay 
a  day  ahead  of  the  class  by  studying 
until  about  one  in  the  morning  the 
night  before.  I  know  I  learned  a  good 
bit  about  physiology,  and  I  think  the 
class  did  too.  Doctor  Haskell  recovered 
in  time  to  take  charge  of  pharmacology, 
for  which  I  was  duly  thankful. 

Later  in  the  year  I  was  asked  to 
take  over  the  lecture  course  in  thera- 
peutics for  the  junior  class,  after  they 
had  rebelled  at  what  they  had  been 
getting.  Nothing  was  said  about  any 
extra  pay,  and  I  am  not  even  sure  the 
Recording  Angel  was  notified  to  give 
me  due  credit  for  my  extra  labor.  I 
am  sure  I  didn't  bring  it  to  his  atten- 
tion. 

The  contrast  between  those  meager 
days  of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 


ginia and  the  present  affluence  is  in- 
deed striking,  especially  so  to  one  who 
was  there  when  poverty  was  the  way 
of  life.  If  the  students  were  ever  dis- 
tressed about  the  prevailing  poverty,  it 
certainly  didn't  stop  the  singing  with 
which  the  Class  of  '17  often  amused  it- 
self while  waiting  for  a  professor  to 
arrive  for  his  lecture.

I  still  maintain  my  urological  office 
in  Washington;  rather  my  two  partners 
do.  This  arrangement  permits  us  to 
spend  four  or  five  months  in  Palm 
Beach  which  we  thoroughly  enjoy.

As  you  may  surmise,  the  experiences 
of  a  rural  practitioner  during  the  past 
fifty  years  has  been  varied  and  inter- 
esting. I  have  practiced  medicine  by 
walking,  on  horseback,  in  ox  carts, 
road  carts,  wagons,  by  a  Model  T  with 
its  multiplicity  of  haywire  and  tire 
chains,  and  in  the  modern  auto.

It 
was  dark  by  then  and  snowing  even 
harder  than  before.  With  no  help,  kero- 
sene lamps  were  found  and  lighted.  It 
was  then  all  between  my  Heavenly 
Father,  the  patient,  and  me.  After  ar- 
ranging the  patient  across  the  bed. 
which  I  had  padded  with  an  old  oil- 
cloth and  sheeting,  I  scrubbed  and 
sterilized  my  hands  and  arms.  In  due 
time  with  the  aid  of  chloroform, 
forceps,  and  manual  manipulation,  the 
twins  were  brought  into  this  world  alive 
and  in  reasonably  good  condition.

Today  the  Rxs  are 
for  items  ready  to  be  counted  out  in 
capsules  or  tablets.  Salaries  are  about 
$200  per  week.  I  wonder,  were  they 
the  "good  old  days?"

I  have  always  been  proud  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Class  of  1917  which 
was  large — about  90.  None  of  us  had 
much  money  and  only  four  or  five  were 
married,  either  they  or  their  wives  had 
money.  I  was  among  the  group  gradu- 
ating in  mid-April  to  enter  the  Navy 
— five  of  us  went  to  the  Naval  Medical 
School  in  Washington  and  the  others 
to  the  Naval  Hospital  in  Norfolk.  At 
graduation,  the  boys  from  Norfolk  ap- 
peared in  white  uniforms,  we  in  civilian 
suits,  and  the  class  in  cap  and  gowns.

I  had  been  out  of  high  school  for 
some  time  before  entering  MCV.

We  were  all  very  pleased  when  Dr. 
Alfred  N.  Martin  received  the  Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical  Association  Foun- 
dation Award  in  physical  pharmacy  at 
Las  Vegas.  This  Award,  which  includ- 
ed a  handsome  honorarium,  marks  the 
second  consecutive  year  that  Doctor 
Martin  has  been  the  recipient  of  a 
special  award  at  a  national  meeting, 
since  he  was  the  winner  of  the  Ebert 
Prize  during  the  1966  Convention. 
There  is  no  question  that  the  honors 
received  by  faculty  reflect  well  on  the 
school  and  its  alumni;  and,  for  this 
reason,  I  know  you  share  with  us  our 
happiness  on  Doctor  Martin's  most 
recent  recognition. 

We  expect  the  graduating  class  on 
June  3  to  be  the  second  largest  class 
in  the  history  of  the  school  of  pharm- 
acy. This  will  make  it,  of  course,  the 
largest  graduating  class  of  the  five-year 


program.  All  of  you  who  have  fol- 
lowed the  implementation  of  the  five- 
year  program  have  been  aware  that 
there  was  a  dip  in  the  number  of  gradu- 
ates during  the  transition  years.  At 
this  time,  we  would  anticipate  that  we 
would  be  graduating  sixty  or  more 
students  each  year  for  the  foreseeable 
future.  There  is  a  real  question  whe- 
ther this  is  enough,  and  we  are  devel- 
oping plans  to  increase  enrollment  by 
adding  more  space  in  the  early  seven- 
ties. At  that  time,  we  would  hope  to 
increase  our  enrollment  by  about 
twenty  percent  so  that  we  could  gradu- 
ate eighty  or  more  pharmacy  students 
in  the  late  seventies. 

We  are  planning  an  Open  House 
for  June  2,  which  will  begin  at  2:30 
P.M.  in  the  pharmacy  auditorium.  At 
that  time,  I  would  like  to  tell  returning 
alumni  something  about  the  recent 
developments  in  the  school  and  our 
plans  for  the  future.  Following  this 
very  brief  talk,  we  would  hope  that 
all  of  you  would  feel  free  to  visit  vari- 
ous areas  in  the  school  prior  to  the 
dedication  of  the  Jonah  Larrick  Stu- 
dent Center  at  4:00  P.M.

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Student  Personnel  Won?  Then — and  N

Franklin  Bacon,  dean  of  students 


At  one  time  in  all  colleges  and  universities,  the  con- 
cern for  students  and  their  problems  outside  the  class- 
room was  a  shared  activity  of  faculty,  deans,  and  other 
administrative  personnel.  As  the  number  of  students 
and  the  demands  on  faculty  time  increased,  the  need  for 
a  person  or  persons  to  counsel  students  became  apparent 
to  institutions  of  higher  learning.  MCV  was  no  excep- 
tion. 

Jonah  L.  Larrick  came  to  MCV  in  1923  as  Y.M.C.A. 
secretary.  Because  of  his  personality  and  interests  in 
students,  he  soon  became  well  known  and  beloved. 
It  is  appropriate  that  we  are  about  to  name  the  new 
student  center  in  his  honor. 

It  wasn't  long  before  "the  unofficial  dean  of  students" 
or  "Father  Larrick"  (as  he  was  affectionately  known  by 
the  administration)  assumed  more  and  more  duties — 
he  counseled  students  with  problems,  he  found  places 
for  them  to  live  (as  we  had  no  dormitories  at  that  time), 
he  secured  financial  help  for  those  with  monetary  prob- 
lems, he  scheduled  and  coached  athletic  events,  he  helped 
strengthen  the  religious  commitment  of  students,  he  in- 
quired about  internships  for  graduates,  and  he  greeted 
returning  alumni  at  commencement. 

For  their  athletic  programs,  students  were  encouraged 
to  join  the  Y.M.C.A.  That  organization  made  a  great 
contribution  to  MCV  students  as  it  furnished  the  facilities 
at  the  Central  "Y"  for  their  recreation  and  athletics.  In 
the  beginning,  Jonah  Larrick's  office  was  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  old  Virginia  Hospital,  at  11th  and  Clay 
Streets.  McGuire  Hall  Annex  is  now  located  on  that 
corner. 

In  the  years  when  there  were  no  living  and  boarding 
facilities  at  the  College,  fraternities  became  strong  organi- 
zations. These  organizations  naturally  brought  problems 
of  financing,  discipline,  and  responsibility  that  demanded 
the  attention  of  and  advice  from  "the  unofficial  dean." 

When  self-discipline  is  lacking,  there  is,  from  time  to 
time,  some  wrist  slapping  and  stepping  on  toes.  Jonah 
was  a  man  who  could  rise  to  the  challenge  when  the  occa- 
sion called  for  it,  but  there  was  fairness  and  equity  in  his 
actions,  and  students  respected  him.  This  is  attested  to  by 
the  alumni  of  years  past  who  always  come  back  for  a 
chat  with  Jonah. 

A  graduate  of  the  school  of  medicine  in  the  1930's 
who  is  now  a  member  of  our  faculty  confirmed  this  and 
added,  "You  know,  if  it  hadn't  been  for  that  man,  as 
well  as  for  the  understanding  and  encouragement  of  peo- 
ple like  Doctors  Sanger,  Bigger,  Osterud,  and  Miss  Thel- 
ma  Hoke,  I  could  never  have  made  it.  I  came  to  this 
College  without  enough  money  to  pay  my  tuition,  rent  a 
room,  or  buy  my  food;  but  Jonah,  in  his  quiet  way,  made 
arrangements  for  me  to  have  a  place  to  live,  found  me 
jobs,  and  always  was  at  hand  when  I  needed  him.  I 
want  to  say  that  I,  as  a  Jew,  feel  Jonah  Larrick  repre- 
sents everything  I  understand  that  a  Christian  believes 
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in  and  stands  for."    Similar  testimonials  could  be  added, 
but  space  does  not  permit. 

Mr.  Larrick  had  an  unusual  facility  for  remembering 
names  and  interesting  anecdotes,  and  a  conversation  with 
him  makes  history  leap  into  the  here  and  now  and  gives 
perspective  to  the  present.  As  we  talk  with  those  who 
preceded  us  and  read  the  publications  of  years  gone  by, 
we  are  struck  by  the  fact  that  names  and  faces  change; 
but  the  needs,  desires,  and  concerns  of  the  students  re- 
main fairly  constant. 

The  dean  of  students  office  was  established  by  the 
Board  of  Visitors  in  1960  at  the  request  of  the  present 
administration  headed  by  Dr.  R.  Blackwell  Smith,  Jr. 
The  present  staff  consists  of  a  dean  of  students;  an  assist- 
ant dean  of  students,  who  is  a  woman  and  who  works  to 
a  large  extent  with  the  younger  women  students  and  the 
head  residents  in  the  dormitories;  a  director  of  student 
financial  aid;  and  a  director  of  housing,  who  has  re- 
sponsibility for  both  dormitories  on  campus  for  unmarried 
students  and  apartments  off  campus  for  married  students 
and  housestaff . 

In  the  near  future,  we  hope  to  obtain  a  College  registrar, 
who  may  or  may  not  be  on  the  dean  of  student's  staff. 
As  facilities  expand,  we  hope  to  add  a  director  of  the 
student  center  and  a  director  of  physical  fitness  and 
recreation. 

The  student  center  will  have  a  dining  room  on  the 
first  floor  and  lounges  and  other  facilities  for  student 
interests  on  the  second  floor.  This  will  be  completed  in  the 
summer  of  1967. 

As  our  curricula  are  so  demanding,  students  do  not 
have  time  for  practice  and  travel  involved  in  intercol- 
legiate sports.  They  do,  however,  enjoy  intramural  sports 
and  the  development  of  skills  that  they  can  carry  into 
their  professional  lives.  With  support  from  the  Virginia 
General  Assembly  and  friends  and  alumni  of  the  College, 
we  trust  it  will  not  be  long  before  Jonah  can  see  the 
center  named  to  honor  him  grow  into  a  facility  with  a 
gymnasium-auditorium,  swimming  pool,  bowling  alleys, 
squash  and  hand  ball  courts,  weight-lifting  and  exercise 
rooms,  billiards,  pool,  and  ping-pong. 

For  much  of  the  factual  information  in  this  article,  I 
am  indebted  to  Dr.  William  T.  Sanger,  chancellor  emeri- 
tus, under  whose  administration  Jonah  Larrick  spent  most 
of  his  years  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 


The  former  Civil  War  Centennial  center  will  be  formally 
dedicated  and  renamed  the  Jonah  L.  Larrick  Student 
Center  on  June  2  at  4:00  p.m.  The  article  in  this  issue  by 
Franklin  Bacon,  dean  of  students,  at  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia,  will  be  of  interest  to  alumni  and  friends  of 
the  institution.

School  of  Hospital  Administration 

Dr.  Thomas  C.  Barker,  project  di- 
rector of  the  Michigan  Health  and 
Social  Security  Research  Institute,  Inc., 
has  been  named  director  of  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia's  school  of 
hospital  administration  and  Arthur 
Graham  Glasgow  professor  of  hospital 
administration.  Announcement  of  his 
appointment,  effective  July  1,  was  made 
today  by  Charles  P.  Cardwell,  Jr., 
MCV  vice  president,  hospitals  and 
community  relations,  and  acting  direc- 
tor of  the  school  of  hospital  adminis- 
tration. Doctor  Barker  succeeds  the 
late  Robert  S.  Hudgens,  who  died  June 
10,  1966. 

Doctor  Barker,  a  native  of  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa,  attended  Loras  College 
and  Coe  College  before  entering  the 
State  University  of  Iowa  where  he  re- 
ceived his  B.S.,  M.A.,  and  Ph.D.  de- 
grees. Prior  to  joining  the  Michigan 
Health  and  Social  Security  Research 
Institute,  Inc.,  in  1965,  Doctor  Barker 
had  served  as  assistant  professor  of 
hospital  and  health  administration  at 
the  college  of  medicine,  State  Univer- 
sity of  Iowa  and  as  U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service  doctoral  fellow  at  the 
State  University's  graduate  college  and 


college  of  medicine.  In  addition,  he 
has  held  consultative  positions  at 
Wayne  State  University,  Brandeis  Uni- 
versity, State  University  of  Iowa,  and 
Mercy  Hospital  in  Iowa  City.  Doctor 
Barker's  major  research  activities  and 
publications  have  centered  in  the  medi- 
cal and  health  fields.

School  of  Medical  Technology 

Our  first  class  under  the  new  pro- 
gram will  start  on  June  12.  Only  one 
class  a  year  will  enter  from  now  on. 
We  hope  to  start  a  two-year  program  in 
which  the  students  will  spend  two 
years  in  college  and  two  years  at  MCV. 
The  students  will  then  have  a  more 
uniform  background  for  the  fourth 
year.  Also,  many  two-year  communi- 
ty colleges  are  being  developed  in  Vir- 
ginia and  this  would  enable  us  to  take 
students  from  these  schools. 

Plans  are  being  developed  for  gradu- 
ate courses  for  medical  technologists. 
The  areas  being  studied  are  chemistry, 
microbiology,  and  hematology.  The 
program  probably  will  extend  over  a 
period  of  two  years  and  lead  to  a 
master's  degree. 

Twenty-six  girls  will  receive  degrees 
in   medical   technology   in   June.    We 
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expect  twenty-five  new  students  to 
start  on  June  12.  The  new  students 
will  spend  the  first  three  months  in 
the  school  and  then  alternate  between 
the  school  and  hospital  laboratories 
for  the  remaining  nine  months. 

Our  graduates  did  well  on  the  last 
registry  examination,  our  scores  being 
well  above  the  national  average.

Dr.  David  M.  Hume,  chairman,  de- 
partment of  surgery,  will  speak  Feb- 
ruary 12  in  Chicago  at  the  63  rd  an- 
nual Congress  on  Medical  Education. 
The  meeting  is  sponsored  by  the  Coun- 
cil on  Medical  Education  of  the  Ameri- 
can Medical  Association.  His  subject 
will  be  the  "Immune  Process."  Also 
meeting  at  the  same  time  will  be  the 
Federation  of  State  Medical  Boards  of 
the  United  States,  the  Advisory  Board 
for  Medical  Specialties,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Hospital  Directors  of  Medi- 
cal Education. 

The  College  has  been  advised  by  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health  of  ap- 
proval of  grants  of  $238,022  to  the 
dean  of  medicine  and  $23,603  to  the 
dean  of  dentistry  for  general  research 
support  during  1967. 

A  developmental  and  special  pur- 
pose grant  from  the  National  Fund  for 
Medical  Education  has  been  received 
in  the  amount  of  $40,500.
